The  town  voted  at  the  last  annual  meeting  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  $2,000  for  paving  and  concreting,  if  needed,  but 
on  account  of  putting  in  sewerage  we  deemed  it  unadvisable  to  do  it. 
We  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $5,000  be  raised  for  that  pur- 
pose the  ensuing  year. 

The  sum  of  $5,000  was  raised  last  year  for  highwajs  and  bridges, 
which  amount  was  not  one-third  of  what  was  expended,  as  the  town 
is  growing  rapidly  and  new  streets  have  to  be  laid  out  and  built,  and 
we  have  laid  out  several  streets  which  will  have  to  be  built  this  year. 
In  order  not  to  run  the  town  in  debt  we  would  recommend  that  a 
larger  sum  be  raised  for  the  year  ensuing. 

And  we  would  also  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $8,000  be  raised 
for  current|  expenses. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  it  was  voted  that  the  Selectmen  issue 
bonds  of  the  town  for  sewerage  not  to  exceed  $100,000  to  be  dated 
July  1,  1 891.  We  found  that  we  could  not  float  the  bonds  at  par  at 
that  time.     We  made  temporary  loans  to  cover  the   expense   until    we 
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could  float  them  at  or  about  par.  As  you  will  see  by  the  treasurer's 
report,  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1892,  we  floated  $50,000  worth  of 
bonds  at  a  small  premium,  cutting  six  months'  interest  from  each 
bond.  We  have  also  signed  $15,000  more  which  makes  the  amount 
needed  to  cover  the  cost  of  sewerage,  which  we  think  will  not  have  to 
be  floated  until  July,  1892.  (The  above  bonds  are  all  taken  by  La- 
conia  savings  banks.)

Report  of  the  Sewerage  Construction 
Committee. 


The  committee  chosen  at  a  meeting,  held  May  6th,  1891, 
to  construct  a  sewerage  system  for  Laconia  village  in  accordance  with 
plans  already  obtained  for  the  town  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report : 

In  order  that  a  better  understanding  may  be  had  by  the  citizens 
of  the  circumstances  leading  up  to  the  construction  of  the  system  we 
here  reprint  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the 
matter  and  obtain  plans  for  a  system  of  sewerage  for  the  same. 

Report  of  Committee 

Appointed  to  Obtain  Flans  and  Estimates    of    Cost   of    a    System    of 

Sewerage. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  selectmen  to  investigate  the 
matter  of  a  sewerage  system  for  Laconia  village  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  report : 

After  a  full  consideration  of  the  subject,  and  consultation  with  the 
State  board  of  health,  your  committee  unanimously  agreed  that  a  sew- 
erage system  which  should  take  care  of  the  surface  or  storm  water, 
and  the  sewerage  of  the  village,  was  neither  necessary  nor  desirable ; 
first,  because  the  village  is  tolerably  well  provided  with  sewers  to  take 
care  of  the  surface  water,  and  can  be  well  provided  where  it  now  lacks 
at  comparatively  small  expense  and,  secondly,  because  a  system  that 
would  adequately  care  for  both  surface  water  and  sewerage  matter  would 
necessarily  cost  a  great  deal  more  money  than  a  system  to  care  for 
sewerage  matter  alone.  It  is  also  extremely  doubtful  if  the  combined 
system  would  be,  or  could  be,  made  as  good  from  a  sanitary  point  of 
view  as  the  single  system  intended  for  sewerage  matter  only. 

Having  been  referred  to  the  system  in  use  at  Keene,  N.  H.,  as  an 
example  of  a  system  lately  put  in,  and  giving  excellent  satisfaction, 
your  committee  communicated  with  Col.  Geo.  E.  Waring,  Jr.,  at  New- 
port, R.  I.,  the  inventor  of  the  system  at  Keene;  they  also  detailed 
a  member  of  your  committee  to  visit  Keene.  confer  with  the  author- 
ities there,  examine  the  system  in   operation,    get   opinions   upon   the 
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same,  and  report  to  your  committee  ;  the  examination  by  a  member  of 
your  committee  was  made  and  a  verbal  report  rendered,  in  effect  that 
the  system  at  Keene  is  very  satisfactory  in  all  respects  and  well  adapted 
to  LiConia. 

Your  committee  then  procured  the  services  of  Col.  Waring,  and 
he  in  company  with  Dr.  Watson,  of  the  State  board  of  health,  and 
your  committee,  made  an  examination  of  the  village,  going  over  the 
whole  territory  to  be  covered  by  the  sewers.  The  result  of  the  ex- 
amination and  subsequent  conference  with  the  above  named  gentlemen 
was  a  contract  with  Col.  Waring  to  make  a  full  and  complete  survey, 
detailed  plans  and  estimates,  specifications  and  other  report  needed  to 
enable  your  committee  to  understand  the  system  proposed,  and  its 
cost  for  Laconia  village. 

This  work  has  been  done  by  Col.  Waring  and  the  survey,  plans, 
etc.,  are  in  the  hands  of  your  committee;  they  are  of  such  nature  as 
to  preclude  their  full  publication,  but,  as  the  property  of  the  town,  will 
no  doubt  be  placed  where  they  can  be  inspected  by  all  who  choose  to 
do  so. 

Col.  Waring's  system  in  brief  is  this  :  Vitrified  tile  pipe  in  size  from 
6  to  12  inches,  as  may  be  needed,  is  laid  with  cemented  joints,  in  all 
the  streets  to  be  sewered  ;  at  proper  distances  man  holes  are  construct- 
ed to  enable  an  inspection  of  the  sewers  to  be  made,  and  to  determine 
the  location  of  any  faults  or  obstructions  that  may  appear  in  the  oper- 
ation of  the  sewers  ;  opposite  each  house  or  house  lot,  suitable  provis- 
ion is  made  for  connecting  with  the  drain  from  that  house  or  houses 
that  may  be  erected  ;  at  the  head  of  each  street  and  at  the  end  of  the 
pipe  for  that  street  at  its  highest  point  a  flush  tank  is  built ;  the  tank 
will  hold  about  150  gallons  of  water,  is  constructed  frost  proof,  and  is 
supplied  with  water  from  the  town  water  system  through  an  opening 
graduated  to  fill  the  tank  in  a  given  number  of  hours — from  6  to  24  or 
any  other  suitable  number ;  when  filled  this  tank  automatically  dis- 
charges in  about  one  minute  into  the  sewer  on  which  it  is  situated,  the 
large  body  of  water,  flushing  and  cleansing  the  sewer  by  its  rapid  pas- 
sage in  full  volume  through  it.  As  there  are  45  of  these  flush  tanks 
needed  in  the  system  proposed  for  Laconia  it  will  be  seen  that  some  of 
them  will  be  in  operation  every  hour,  pouring  a  large  volume  of  clean 
water  into  the  system  in  addition  to  the  water  that  is  discharged  in  do- 
mestic use,  thus  producing  as  thorough  a  flushing  of  the  system  as  is 
possible  without  a  continuous  flushing  of  the  same.  In  practice  this 
system  works  successfully,  and  produces  a  nearly  constant  flow  in  the 
sewers,  securing  clean  pipes  at  all  times.  The  survey  developed  the 
necessity  for  two  independent  systems  for  our  village  ;  one  for  the  Gil- 
ford side  of  the  village  south  of  High  street,  and  the  other  for  Laconia 
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side  and  the  Gilford  side  north  of  High  street,  all  the  sewerage  north 
of  High  street  coming  across  the  river  at  the  Church-st.  bridge,  and 
joining  at  Messer  street  the  Laconia  side  system  ;  this  is  done  by  means 
of  a  cast  iron  siphon  under  the  river  at  Church-st.  bridge. 

The  Gilford  side  system  is  extended  down  the  river  side  below 
•Cook's  mill  to  Gove's  point,  and  discharges  in  the  current  of  the  river 
beyond  the  point.  The  Laconia  side  system  extends  down  Water 
street  to  a  point  below  the  Perley  sawmill  and  thence  is  carried  to  the 
point  opposite  Gove's  point,  and  discharges  into  the  current  of  the 
river  at  the  same  place — or  nearly  the  same — as  the  Gilford  side  sys- 
tem. 

The  sanitary  question  involved  in  discharging  the  sewerage  of  the 
village  at  this  point  were  fully  discussed,  and  Col.  Waring  who  is  a 
recognized  expert  in  such  matters  and  the  State  board  of  health  both 
assure  your  committee  that  no  possible  danger  to  the  health  of  the  peo- 
ple can  arise  from  discharging  into  the  river  at  this  point. 

The  cost  of  the  system  according  to  the  estimates  furnished  will 
be  about  $75,000.  No  estimate  is  given  for  yearly  repairs  to  the  sys- 
tem, and  perhaps  none  can  be  made  with  much  accuracy  owing  to  the 
uncertainties  involved  in  such  an  estimate.  For  the  purpose  of  making 
an  estimate  on  the  probable  cost  of  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the 
system  in  an  efficient  working  condition  your  committee  assumes  the 
cost  of  yearly  repairs  at  two  per  cent  of  the  cost,  and  presents  the  fol- 
lowing table  of  probable  cost  to  the  town  yearly  of  the  sewerage  sys- 
tem, subject  to  such  errors  and  corrections  as  may  be  found  necessary 
in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  your  committee  are  not  experts  on  the 
question. 

Interest  on  $75,000,  at  4  per  cent.,  $3,000  00

Annual  pay  of  officers  in  charge  of  system,  300  00 

Payment  to  Laconia  and  L.  V.  water  works  for 
water  for  flush  tanks,  for  45  tanks  discharging 
150  gallons  each  once  in  24  hours,  at  family 
rates  for  1  faucet  and  75  gallon  consumption 
per  day,  to  a  family,  540  00 

Total  yearly  expense,  $5,380  00 

The  payment  to  the  water  company  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
mittee sufficiently  large,  inasmuch  as  the  introduction  of  the  system 
would  lead  to  a  larger  consumption  of  water  and  a  consequent  increase 
in  the  revenue  of  the  water  company. 

The  committee  are  not  directed  and  do  not  feel  called  upon  to 
make  recommendations  or  suggestions.  They  feel,  however,  that  it  is 
incumbent  upon  them  to  state  that  in  their  opinion  the  proposed  system 
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will  be  efficient  and  satisfactory,  and  remain  so  while  properly  and  care- 
fully managed  by  an  efficient  officer  in  charge.  They  also  wish  to  ex- 
press their  firmly  grounded  opinion  that  no  system  will  for  any  great 
length  of  time  prove  effiective  unless  it  is  under  the  care  of  an  efficient 
officer,  heartily  sustained  by  public  opinion  in  the  execution  of  his  trust 
and  enabled  to  work  effectually  under  stringent,  well-devised  rules  .and 
regulations  established  by  vote  of  the  town,  with  the  advice  and  appro- 
val of  the  State  board  of  health.  The  engineer's  estimate  of  cost  is  ap- 
pended.

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Your  committee  have  constructed  the  system  in  accordance  with 
these  plans,  enlarging  the  main  pipes  when  in  our  judgment  the  growth 
of  the  town  will  require. 

The  contract  to  furnish  the  sewer  pipe  was  given  to  Mr.  M.  B. 
Paige,  of  Peabody.  Mass..  and  the  contract  for  the  work  and  all  other 
material  to  F.  L.  Allen,  of  Worcester,  Mass. 

Ground  was  broken  July  7,  1891  and  the  last  pipe  laid  Nov.    22nd. 

The  system  was  tested  by  the  engineer,  Mr.  W.  H.  Chapman,  and 
found  to  be  in  good  order,  and  your  committee  believe  that  you  have 
the  best  system  of  sewerage  in  New  England,  but  in  this  connection 
we  would  call  attention  to  the  closing  paragraph  of  your  former  com- 
mittee's report.  And  we  would  more  strongly  emphasize  their  opinion 
and  hope  that  our  citizens  will  acquiesce  cheerfully  in  the  rules  adopted 
by  the  town,  believing  them  to  be  the  best  that  can  be  devised,  and 
not  by  continued  fault-finding  render  it  impossible  for  the  town  to  keep 
an  efficient  person  as  superintendent  in  charge. 

The  system  is  completed  with  the  exception  of  two  inlets  to  flush 
out  the  mains,  which  can  be  put  in  at  small  expense  in  the  spring. 

The  committee  have  retained  the  sum  of  $5478.66  from  the  amount 
of  the  contract  until  June  for  the  faithful  completion  of  the  contract. 

Your  committee  were  unable  to  agree  as  to  the  amount  of  land 
damage  with  the  owners  and  lessees  of  the  land  at  the  Water  street 
outlet  and  the  selectmen  have  laid  the  same  out  for  sewer  purposes  and 
awarded  damages  to  the  amount  of  $400,  which  we  understand  has  not 
been  accepted.

By-Laws  and  Regulations. 

Voted  that  the  following  by-laws  be  established  to  regulate  the 
house-drainage  and  the  connections  with  the  public  sewers  in  the 
town  of  Laconia,  N.  H.  : 

Section  i.  The  general  care  and  management  of  the  new  sewers 
now  in  process  of  construction  by  F.  L.  Allen  in  Laconia,  shall  be 
vested  in  a  board  of  sewer  commissioners,  after  the  same  shall  have 
been  completed  and  turned  over  to  the  town,  agreeably  to  the  contract 
between  said  Allen  and  the  town,  and  their  power  shall  be  subject  to 
any  limitation  and  restrictions  contained  now  or  hereafter  in  any  by- 
laws, regulations  or  order  of  the  town  ;  and  the  members  of  said  board 
shall  receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  selectmen,  but  they  shall  incur  no  debt  against  the  town 
except  for  necessary  repairs  and  care,  unless  ordered  by  the  town  or 
selectmen. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  superintendent  of  sewers,  who  shall 
have  supervision  of  the  construction  and  repair  of  all  house-drainage, 
and  after  the  completion  of  the  original  contract,  shall  superintend  all 
repairs  of  said  sewers  and  their  connections ;  and  he  shall  keep  a  des- 
cription, with  plans,  of  the  sewer  and  connections,  and  an  account  of 
all  expenses  in  his  department,  all  under  the  direction  of  the  sewer 
commissioners 

Sec.  3.     Before  any  house  drain  shall  have  been   connected    with 
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■said  sewer,  the  owner  thereof,  or  applicant,  shall  pay  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  sewers  the  following  fees,  viz:  For  every  house-drain,  $$ 
for  the  connection.  And  all  persons  who  have  made  such  connection. 
«or  shall  have  nude  them  before  the  completion  of  said  sewers,  shall 
,pay  said  fee;  and  their  connections,  drains,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  to 
these  by-laws,  in  all  respects,  and  the  superintendent  of  sewers  shall 
see  that  all  such  connections,  drains,  etc.,  conform  to  the  requirements 
•of  these  by-laws.  All  moneys  collected  by  the  superintendent  of 
■sewers  shall  be  paid  to  the  town  treasurer  twice  a  month,  and  the 
ireasurer  shall  keep  the  same  as  a  separate  fund. 

Sec.  4.  No  plumbing,  house-drainage  or  connections  shall  be 
•done  or  made  in  connection  with  the  sewer  by  any  person  not  licensed 
to  do  such  work  by  the  board  of  selectmen,  under  a  penalty  of  $20. 

Sec.  5.  The  following  regulations  shall  govern  the  planning  of 
all  house-drainage  and  house  connections  with  sewers. 

r.  For  each  building  there  shall  be  a  separate  connection  with  the 
/public  sewer  of  four-inch  salt  glazed  vitrified  pipe,  which  may  extend 
from  the  sewer  to  within  five  feet  of  the  house,  and  from  thence  the 
house-drain  shall  be  of  cast-iron  pipe,  satisfactory  to  the  superintendent 
of  sewers,  and  shall  extend  upwards,  so  that  its  upper  terminus  shall 
communicate  directly  with  the  open  ?ir  in  a  manner  which  shall  secure 
perfect  ventilation.  That  portion  of  the  soil  or  ventilation-pipe  above 
all  fixtures  may  be  of  maeerial  and  dimensions  satisfactory  to  the 
superintendent  of  sewers. 

2  No  trap  or  any  manner  of  obstruction  to  the  free  flow  of  air 
through  th^  whole  course  of  the  drain  and  soil-pipe  will  bs  allowed. 

3.  Every  fixture  shall  be  effectually  trapped.  No  sink-drain  pipe 
shall  be  more  than  1  1-4  inches  in  diameter. 

4.  No  privy-vault  or  cess-pool  shall  be  connected  with  the  house- 
drain  or  sewer.  When  water-closets  take  their  place,  they  shall  be 
thoroughly  cleaned  out,  and  filled  with  fresh,  dry  earth. 

5.  No  sub-soil  drain  shall  be  connected  with  the  house-drain  at 
any  point,  the  house-drain  being  made  and  kept  absolutely  tight  for  the 
removal  of  foul  water  without  the  least  opportunity  for  escape  into  the 
soil  ;  and  drain-pipe,  water-pipe  or  rain-water  conductors  shall  under  no 
circumstances  be  connected  with  the  house  drain. 

6.  Every  water-closet  shall  be  adequately  flushed  with  water  from 
a  cistern  above  it ;  except  that,  where  a  cistern  is  liable  to  freeze,  other 
methods  may  be  permitted,  provided  that  thorough  flushing  is  secured. 
No  closet  shall  be  used  which  has  a  space  between  two  water  seals  of 
more  than  200  inches  capacity,  or  which  has  such  space  of  any  capacity, 
every  part  of  the  walls  of  which  is  not  thoroughly  flushed  and  washed 
at  each  use  of  the  closet.  Every  water-closet  apartment  shall  have  a 
direct  means  of  ventilation  into  the  open  air. 
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7.  All  soil  and  waste-pipes  shall  be  as  direct  as  possible,  and  alP 
parts  of  the  work  shall  be  so  arranged  that  they  may  be  at  all  times- 
readily  examined  and  repaired.  Before  the  fixtures  are  placed  in  con- 
nection with  the  plumbing  work  of  any  house,  and  before  the  soil-pipe 
is  connected  with  the  drain,  the  outlet  of  the  soil-pipe  and  all  openings 
into  it  shall  be  hermetically  sealed:  the  pipe  shall  then  be  filled  with 
water  to  its  top  and  every  joint  shall  be  carefully  examined  5>r  leakage, 
and  all  leaks  shall  be  securely  closed  before  connections  with  the  soil- 
pipe  are  made. 

Sec.  6.  All  drain-laying,  repairs  and  connections  shall  be  made 
according  to  the  following  rules,  and  if  any  drain  be  constructed  or  re- 
paired, or  any  excavation  made  for  that  purpose  without  a  permit  in 
writing  frorn  the  superintendent  of  sewers,  or  in  a  mode  different  from 
that  prescribed  herein,  the  person  doing  such  work  and  the  owner  or 
agent  directing  the  same  shall  respectively  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  $20  and  the  person  doing  such  work  shall  also  forfeit  his 
license  for  a  period  or  six  months. 

Rules  for  Drain- Laying. 

1.  Before  any  connection  with  the  public  sewer  is  made,  or  any 
house-drainage  put  in,  or  any  repairs  on  them,  a  permit  must  first  be 
obtained  and  the  plan  proposed  approved  by  the  superintendent  of 
sewers. 

2.  No  pipes  or  other  materials  for  drains  can  be  used  till  they 
have  been  examined  and  approved  by  the  superintendent  of  sewers. 
All  the  work  must  be  inspected  by  him  and  done  to  his  satisfaction. 

5.  In  opening  any  street  or  public  way,  all  materials  must  be 
placed  where  they  will  cause  the  least  practicable  inconvenience  to  the 
public,  and  the  whole  inclosed  with  sufficient  barriers  and  properly 
lighted  at  night  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  work. 

4.  No  street  shall  be  opened  until  the  Y  branch  of  the  sewer 
and  the  entire  course  of  the  drain  to  be  laid  shall  have  been  precisely 
staked  by  the  superintendent  of  sewers. 

5.  The  least  inclination  that  can  be  allowed  for  house  drains  is 
one  in  sixty,  without  the  written  permission  of  the  superintendent  of 
sewers. 

6.  In  the  "house  connection"  every  joint  shall  be  laid  with  gasket 
and  cement.  The  house-drain  and  soil-pipe  must  be  calked  with  lead 
so  as  to  be  both  water  and  air-tight.  All  joints  must  be  satisfactory  to 
superintendent  of  sewers. 

7.  The  ends  of  all  pipes  not  to  be  immediately  connected  are  to 
be  securely  closed  water-tight,  with  imperishable  materials.  The  inside 
of  every  drain,  after  it  is  laid,  must  be  left  smooth  and  clean  throughout 
its  entire  length,  and  true  in  line  and  grade. 
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8.  The  back-filling  over  drains,  after  they  are  laid,  must  be  pud- 
dled or  rammed,  all  water  and  gas-pipes  protected  from  injury  or  set- 
tling, and  the  surface  of  the  street  made  good  within  48  hours  after  the 
completion  of  that  part  of  the  drain  lying  within  the  public  way. 

Sec.  7.  These  by-laws  are  to  take  effect  from  their  passage,  with 
this  reservation,  to  wit :  that  nothing  in  them  shall  be  construed  in  a 
sense  that  will  relieve  the  sewer  committee  from  the  performance  of 
certain  specific  duties  in  relation  to  the  sewers  during  their  construction, 
nor  to  authorize  any  connection  with  the  main  sewer  until  the  same  is 
delivered  to  the  town  by  the  contractor  as  per  terms  of  his  contract.

Report  of  the  Chief  of  Police. 


In   accordance   with    the    "Police    Regulations   of    the    Town   of 
Laconia"  the  following  report  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted  : 

From  the  25th  of  February,  1891,  to  the  16th  of  February,  1892, 
there  have  been  361  arrests  made — 342  males  and  19  females.  197  for

Chief  Engineer's  Report. 


In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  in  behalf  of  the 
Board  of  Engineers,  I  present  the  following  report  of  the  Laconia  Fire 
Department : 

The  Department  has  responded  to  eight  alarms   during   the    past 
year.     Subjoined  are  the  details.     Total  amount  of  property  destroyed. 
$2,307  ;  insurance  on  same,  $1,107  i  l°ss  over  insurance,  $1,200. 
Fires  and    Alarms. 

July  20,  1891,  box  68;  boiler  house  of  Laconia  Lumber  Co.,  loss, 
$100.00;  insurance,  $100.00;  cause  of  fire,  unknown. 

Oct.  13,  box  26;  coal  yard  of  George  R.  Leavitt  and  dwelling 
house  of  Richard  Jenkins,  New  Salem  street;  Leavitt's  loss,  $1200;  no 
insurance;  Jenkins1  loss,  $800;  insurance  $800;  cause  of  fire,  probably 
incendiary. 

Nov.  22,  box  25  ;  fire  in  closet  of  house  on  Gignac  street  owned 
and  occupied  by  Lewis  Gagne  ;  loss,  $200 ;  insurance.  $200;  cause  of 
fire,  probably  pipe  smoking  and  sparks  dropped  on  lady's  sacque.

There  have  been  no  important  changes  in  the  apparatus  during  the 
past  year.  We  purchased  a  hose  carriage  and  1000  feet  of  hose  for 
service  at  the  Weirs  agreeable  to  vote  of  town  at  last  Annual  Meeting. 
In  the  judgment  of  the  Engineers  we  should  have  two  more  hose  car- 
riages; one  located  near  Cook's  lumber  mill  and  one  near  Casino  Sq., 
tor  the  better  protection  of  property  in  these  localities.  We  have  48 
hydrants  including  3  private  ones  now  in  use  but  we  think  there  are 
several  more  required  in  the  out-skirts  of  the  village.  At  the  last  an- 
nual precinct  meeting  the  precinct  voted  to  lease  a  new  fire  alarm 
system  of  the  N.  E.    Gamewell   Co.,   which    they   have   put   into   the 
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precinct  the  past  season  and  has  given  perfect  satisfaction  and  with  a 
few  additions,  such  as  another  bell  striker  located  on  St.  Joseph's 
church,  should  recommend  its  purchase. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  tax-payers  do  not  take  more  interest 
in  the  fire  department.  At  the  l?st  annual  precinct  meeting  there  were 
present  15  legal  voters  and  12  of  them  pay  only  a  poll  tax.  We  are 
satisfied  that  we  have  as  good  a  fire  department  as  any  town  or  city  in 
the  state,  according  to  its  population,  and  a  department  of  which  every 
member  is  willing  to  do  his  whole  duty  cheerfully  and  promptly,  and 
while  we  do  not  claim  to  be  ideal  fire  fighters,  such  as  you  would  find 
in  a  paid  department,  we  do  claim  the  right  to  demand  the  support 
and  co-operation  of  the  citizens  of  the  town.  We  do  not  absolutely 
demand  a  new  building  but  we  do  need  some  repairs  on  the  old  one, 
the  floors  are  unsafe,  the  timbers  being  badly  decayed,  and  need  quite 
an  outlay  to  make  them  serviceable  for  our  present  use. 

To  the  assistant  engineers  and  all  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
department  my  thanks  are  due  for  their  unselfish  support  and  excellent 
deportment.

RULES  OF  THE  EIRE  DEPARTMENT. 
Adopted  April  26,  1875. 

Article  i.  Immediately  upon  an  alarm  of  fire,  companies  will 
repair  with  their  apparatus  to  the  place  indicated,  with  all  possible 
dispatch  consistent  with  safety,  and,  in  case  of  fire,  the  foreman  first 
arriving  shall  be  in  command  until  the  arrival  of  an  engineer. 

Art.  2.  In  proceeding  to,  working  at,  or  returning  from  fires, 
noisy  demonstrations  are  strictly  prohibited,  and  it  is  required  of  offi- 
cers of  companies  to  maintain  perfect  order  in  their  respective  com* 
mands  during  all  such  service.  Racing  between  companies  is  strictly 
prohibited. 

Art.  3.  No  member  of  any  company  shall  leave  town  without 
first  informing  his  foreman ;  no  foreman  without  informing  one  of  the 
engineers ;  and  in  either  case  the  party  so  leaving  shall  provide  a  sub- 
stitute. 

Art.  4.  Companies  shall  not  take  their  apparatus  out  of  the 
precinct  unless  ordered  or  accompanied  by  an  engineer. 

Art.  5.  Any  order  issued  by  the  chief  or  an  assistant  engineer 
shall  be  promptly  obeyed. 

Art.  6.  Any  fireman  neglecting  his  duty  at  fires,  or  violating  the 
regulations,  shall  be  reported  by  the  foreman  of  his  company  to  the 
engineers  at  once. 

Adopted  March  20,  1886. 

Art.  7.  Any  engine  or  hose  company  running  out  a  line  of  hose 
from  a  hydrant  or  steamer  shall  be  entitled  to  the  pipe,  although  the 
hose  of  other  companies  may  be  attached  in  order  to  reach  the  fire; 
and  any  company  coming  to  a  fire  and  finding  an  incomplete  line  of 
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hose  }aid  out  from  a  hydrant  or  a  steamer,  shall  attach  to  and  lengthens 
out  such  line,  in  lieu  of  laying,  a  lint:  of  its  own. 

Art.  8-.  Each  engine  and  hose  company  shall  have  equal  claim- 
to  She  hydrants;  but  it  is  enjoined  upon  the  engine  companies  to 
draught  their  own  water  from  a  reservoir  whenever  a  suitable  one  can 
be  found  within  a  reasonable  distance. 

Art  9.  No  company  shall  take  possession  of  a  hydrant  or  reser- 
voir unless  their  hose  and  apparatus  for  attaching  the  same  are  at  hand 
ready  for  use.  The  company  which  shall  be  thus  ready  shall  be  entitled1 
to  such  hydrant  or  reservoir;  but  upon  the  order  of  an  engineer  another 
company  may  attach  a  second  line  of  hose  from  such  hydrant  or  steam- 
er in  case  the  same  may  be  necessary,  such  company  having  first  laid 
its  hose  and  being  ready  to  attach  the  same. 

Art.  10.  No  fireman  will  be  excused  from  attending  the  annual 
parade  unless  excused  by  the  Board  of  Engineers.

School  Report. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Laconia  : 

The  seventeenth  annual  report  of  the  school  in  District  No.  I,  is 
herewith  submitted. 

All  the  essential  facts  in  relation  to  our  schools  appear  fully  in  the 
reports  of  the  superintendent  and  the  truant  officer  and  in  their  accom- 
panying statistical  tables,  to  which  attention  is  specially  called.  Two 
or  three  additional  facts  are  all  that  need  be  added.  Total  enrollment 
for  the  past  year  was  738,  of  which  364  were  boys  and  374  girls. 
Number  under  six  years  of  age.  29;  over  fifteen,  92  and  over  sixteen 
51.     Total  increase  over  last  year's  enrollment,  j^. 

To  accommodate  the  increasing  attendance  at  our  schools  a  com- 
modious school-house  of  four  rooms  was  built  last  autumn  on  Gilford 
Avenue,  at  a  cost  of  less  than  six  thousand  dollars.  There  will  be 
schools  in  two  of  the  rooms  at  the  commencement  of  next  term,  and 
quite  probably  all  the  rooms  will  be  needed  before  the  close  of  another 
year. 

The  appropriations  for  school  purposes  for  the  ensuing  year 
should  be  more  than  for  last  year.  Our  schools  in  every  department, 
we  are  happy  to  report,  in  our  judgment  are  improving.  The  teachers 
are  well  qualified  for  their  work  and  have  labored  patiently  and 
earnestly  to  raise  the  standard  of  scholarship  and  advance  the  schools 
in  every  particular.  A  comparison  of  the  present  condition  and  ap- 
pearance of  our  schools  with  past  years,  will  satisfy  even  the  doubtful 
that  they  are  constantly  improving.  If  parents  would  visit  the  schools 
ottener,  interest  themselves  more  in  the  school  work  and  learn  from 
personal  observation  of  the  fidelity  of  both  teacher  and  pupil  in  the 
discharge  of  duty,  the  ensuing  year  would  chronicle  such  an  improve- 
ment in  the  work  and  character  of  our  schools  as  othewise  will  not  be 
witnessed  for  many  years.

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To  the  Board  of  Education  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
schools  of  District  No.  i. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year  just  closed  I  find  evidence  of 
substantial  progress.  Our  schools  are  better  to-day  than  they  were 
one  year  ago ;  and  not  only  that,  but  I  believe  that  they  are  now  on  the 
road  to  still  greater  improvement  in  the  future. 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  accurately  the  value  of  the  work  done 
during  the  year,  as  all  our  schools  have  suffered  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent from  the  unusual  amount  of  sickness  that  has  prevailed  during  the 
years.  It  is  not  often  that  we  have  to  contend  with  two  such  enemies 
as  the  grip  and  diphtheria  in  one  school  year;  and  only  a  teather  can 
realize  the  extent  to  which  we  have  suffered  from  them.  Perhaps,  in 
the  matter  of  attendance  their  evil  influence  is  most  noticeable.  I 
give  below  the  percentage  of  attendance  for  all  the  schools  of  the  dis- 
trict for  the  past  four  years  : 

Year  ending  March,  1889,  .90

A  falling  off  of  three  per  cent,  in  attendance  may  seem  a  small  matter ; 
but  it  affects  very  materially  the  quality  of  the  work  which  the  teach- 
ers are  able  to  do. 

The  poor  showing  in  the  matter  of  attendance,  for  the  past  year 
is  apparently  due  wholly  to  the  unusual  amount  of  sickness  prevailing ; 
for  a  computation,  based  upon  the  attendance  for  the  one  term  of  the 
year  which  was  not  seriously  interrupted  by  sickness,  gives  a  percent- 
age of  something  over  93.     (9332  to  be  exact.) 

However,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  two  terms  of  the  year  were 
badly  broken,  the  schools  have  done  rather  better  work  than  usual. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  teachers  during  the  year,  the 
school-year  has  been  lengthened  and  the  work  of  discipline  has  been 
easier  than  ever  before.  These  facts  have  in  some  measure  compen- 
sated for  the  irregular  attendance. 

The  primary  schools  have  done  very  satisfactory  work,  though 
towards  the  close  of  the  year  they  became  so  crowded  that  it  was 
necessary  to  open  a  new  room . 

It  is  necessary  in  many  places  to  put  as  many  as  50  or  60  children 
of  the  first  grade  into  one  room  ;  but  it  seems  to  me  that,  if  there 
must  be  crowding  somewhere,  it  should  be  in  the  higher  grades  instead 
of  in  the  lower.  The  progress  of  the  children  when  they  first  enter 
school  depends  so  largely  upon  the  individual  instruction  of  the 
teacher  that  the  best  results  can  not  be  obtained  if  there  are  more 
than  35  or  40  scholars  in  one  school. 
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Thf?  intermediate  and  grammar  grades  have  not  been  unduly 
crowded  this  year,  and  they  are  all  doing  satisfactory  work. 

The  tenth  year  of  our  grammar  course  seems  to  be  no  longer 
necessary,  as  the  action  of  the  Board  in  lengthening  the  school  year 
to  36  weeks  has  made  it  possible  to  do  all  the  work  that  we  have  been 
doing  in  ten  years,  in  nine.  At  the  close  of  next  term,  then,  the 
tenth  grade  will  be  dropped  and  those  scholars  who  have  satisfactorily 
completed  the  work  of  the  ninth  grade  will  be  promoted  to  the  high- 
■school,  thus  saving  one  year's  time  to  those  who  wish  to  complete 
the  course. 

In  the  high  schooi,  though  our  work  has  been  much  interrupted  by 
sickness,  we  have  had,  on  the  whole,  a  prosperous  year.  The  school 
has  not  been  large;  but  the  standard  of  scholarship  has  been  higher 
than  in  either  of  the  previous  years  of  my  connection  with  the  school. 

The  work  in  music  has  gone  on  in  all  the  grades  under  Mr. 
Conant's  direction  and  the  children  in  the  lower  grades  are  beginning 
Zo  show  considerable  proficiency  in  the  subject. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  action  of  the  Board  in  promoting  without 
examination  pupils  who  had  attained  a  rank  of  .85  (.90  in  the  high 
school)  in  their  daily  recitations,  was  a  wise  one.  It  is  of  course  too 
early  to  say  just  what  its  effect  will  be,  but  I  feel  very  sure  that  it  will 
tend  to  raise  the  standard  of  scholarship  throughout  the  schools. 

Making  the  school  \ear  of  uniform  length  (36  weeks)  for  all  grades 
•was  also  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  It  not  only  enables  us  to  do  ten 
years  work  in  nine  but  we  can  do  it  better  than  under  the  old  arrange^ 
ment. 

We  have  begun  this  year  the  introduction  of  history  and  civil 
government  into  the  lower  grades. 

There  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  the  pupils  of  our  public 
schools  should  not  acquire,  without  neglecting  the  standard  subjects  of 
arithmetic,  geography  and  grammar,  a  serviceable  knowledge  of  the 
history  and  government  of  their  own  country ;  and  the  year  in  which 
the  nation's  flag  was  placed  above  our  high  school  building  seems  to  be 
an  appropriate  time  for  entering  upon  a  systematic  course  of  instruction 
in  those  studies  which  tend  to  develop  intelligent,  patriotic  citizens. 

As  the  work  in  the  grammar  and  high  schools  improves  in  quality 
we  shall  feel  more  and  more  the  need,  which  we  have  already  felt,  of  a 
good  school  library.  As  it  is,  we  desire  some  benefit  from  the  town 
library;  but,  as  that  is  accessible  on  only  one  school  day  of  the  week 
and  is  not  ver^  well  arranged  for  a  reference  library,  a  few  well-selected 
books  in  our  school  rooms  where  we  could  get  at  them  would  be  much 
more  useful  to  us.  I  would  recommend  that  the  Board  endeavor  to 
secure  from  the  district  a  small  annual  appropriation  for  this  purpose, 
believing  that  it  would  be  a  good  investment.  I  would  also  urge  that 
a  physical  laboratory  be  fitted  up  without  delay.  If  we  are  to  teach  the 
subject  of  physics  at  all,  we  must  have  something  to  doit  with;  and 
the  expenses  of  fitting  up  a  laboratory  need  not  be  large.

I  would  also  ask  the  Board  to  consider  the  question  whether  or 
not  it  is  advisable  to  introduce  a  commercial  course  into  our  high 
school. 

It  is  certainly  a  fact  that  too  many  boys  and  girls  drop  out  of 
school  to  go  to  work  at  15  or  16  years  of  age.  In  this,  as  in  other 
manufacturing  towns,  there  is  a  large  demand  for  purely  practical  educa- 
tion ;  and  if  such  a  course  as  this  would  meet  with  general  approval, 
and  would  keep  these  boys  and  girls  in  school  for  two  or  three  years 
longer,  it  would  serve  a  useful  purpose. 

There  has  been  so  much  necessary  abscence  this  year,  that  I  do 
not  feel  like  touching  too  strongly  upon  the  matter  of  irregular  at- 
tendance ;  but,  that  a  large  part  of  it  is  unnecessary,  there  can  be 
no  question  ;  and  it  can  never  be  wholly  corrected  without  the  active 
assistance  of  the  parents  themselves.  You  may  secure  the  best  teach- 
ers in  the  world,  the  most  energetic  truant  officer  and  pass  the  most 
stringent  school  regulations ;  but  your  schools  will  never  be  all  that 
they  should  be  until  the  citizens  themselves  take  an  active  personal 
interest  in  them. 

I  do  not  know  that  the  people  of  Lacosia  are  more  indifferent 
toward  their  schools  than  the  people  of  other  towns  are  toward  theirs ; 
indeed  I  think  that  there  has  been  more  interest  taken  the  past  year 
than  formerly. 

From  the  registers  I  learn  that  during  the  year  the  schools  have 
been  visited  473  times  exclusive  of  visits  by  members  of  the  School 
Board  and  by  the  Superintendent.  This  may  seem  like  a  large  num- 
ber but  divided  among  the  thirteen  schools  it  only  gives  an  average 
of  36,  or  one  visitor  a  week.  The  average  for  the  schools  exclusive 
of  the  primary  grade  is  only  nine  per  term  and  one  school  had  only 
seven  visitors  during  the  entire  year. 

Both  teachers  and  pupils  will  do  better  work  if  the  parents  visit 
them  often;  and  the  parents  themselves  will  better  understand  what 
their  children  are  doing  and  how  they  are  doing  it.

THE   UP-TOWN  SCHOOLS. 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  school  board  for  the  up-town 
districts,  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  relating  to  the  schools 
under  their  management,  ending  March  1,  1892  : 

The  schools  under  our  supervision  have  been  a  success  in  every 
way  during  the  year.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services 
of  teachers  who  have  worked  diligently  and  faithfully  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties,  thus  securing  an  advantage  for  our  pupils  that  is 
gratifying  in  the  extreme. 

A  new  school  house  has  been  erected  during  the  past  year  in  The 
Weirs  division,  and  the  fall  and  winter  terms  have  been  held  in  this 
comfortable,  well  regulated  building. 

Three  schools  have  been  in  operation  during  the  year  as  heretofore, 
each  school  having  thirty  weeks  divided  into  three  terms. 

The  attendance  of  parents  and  friends  at  our  examinations  has 
been  large  and  the  effect  has  been  stimulating,  causing  better  work  to 
be  done.  We  would  urge  those  who  are  interested  to  make  frequent 
visits  during  the  coming  year. 

District  No.  3.  Three  terms  of  school  of  ten  weeks  each  were 
taught  by  O.  Eva  Cawley.     Miss  Cawley  is  an   arduous   and    thorough 
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worker,  possessing  all  the  qualifications  requisite  for  a  first  class  teacher. 
That  she  has  taught  eight  consecutive  terms  in  the  district,  giving 
general  satisfaction,  speaks  volumes  in  her  praise.  Number  of  scholars 
for  the  year,  19;  boys,  13;  girls,  6.  Number  of  visitors  for  the  year, 
77.     The  teacher  was  paid  S30  a  month. 

District  No.  4.  Three  terms  of  school  often  weeks  each.  The 
first  and  second  terms  were  taught  by  Julia  A.  Davis,  who  is  an  experi- 
enced teacher  and  spared  no  pains  for  the  advancement  of  her  pupils  as 
was  shown  at  the  closing  examination.  The  third  term  was  taught  by 
Minnie  E.  Meloon.  One  noticeable  feature  in  the  school  was  the 
thoroughness  manifest  in  every  study.  We  consider  her  one  of  our 
best  teachers.  Nnmber  of  scholars  for  the  year.  35  ;  boys,  20  ;  girls, 
15.     Number  of  visitor,  70.     The  teacher  was  paid  830  per  month. 

District  No.  5.  First  and  second  terms  were  taught  by  Beulah 
A.  Cate.  The  third  term  was  commenced  by  Miss  Cate  but  she  was 
obliged  to  leave  (much  to  the  regret  of  the  committee)  on  account  of 
sickness.  Miss  Cate  has  the  faculty  of  gaining  the  love  and  good  will 
of  her  scholars.  The  examination  showed  that  she  had  labored  faith- 
fully for  the  advancement  of  her  scholars.  We  were  fortunate  in 
securing  the  services  of  Miss  Blanche  Weymouth  to  finish  out  the  term 
and  she  did  satisfactory  work  the  short  time  she  was  in  the  school. 
Whole  number  of  scholars  for  the  year,  17  ;  boys,  10;  girls,  7.  Num- 
ber of  visitors  for  the  year,  40.     The  teacher  was  paid  $30  per   month. 

The  following  table  contains  the  different  studies  and  number  of 
pupils  engaged  in  them:  Reading,  89;  Writing,  71;  Spelling,  66;
